Tike the rest of the nation and the world,
we have studied Geuneral drant, and wonld be

Iad to give othars the results of our thiukiog.
hg Great Captain, with all hln_:-hhnllllm alin-
plic'ty and freedom from pretension, ia & BOMo-
what mysterions character. The ooatrast b
fween the grandenr of hia life aud the
modesty of his deportment utterly misleads
gomeo peopls and confasse othare, th'a his aot-
fog side, be i« immense; on his talkiog side,
wery small. True greatness must find expre:-
shon, and when grand deeds have given it
miterancs, only profound patnres will nondar-
stavd them: for the masges of men, and esps-
eially for the eliallow, the hero must explain
himeelf in words. Dat such an u[rlzmu:llon
1a wenknene: ft reveals egotism, and,tharefora,
in the highest greatuess, 8 well-uigh imposal-
ble. Grant will never write essays on his own
eampaigns, nor make gpocches to illustrata
the glory of his own (areer. Posterity must
sludy and history nnderstand him,

This absence of spesch in Grant
what men oall reticence, Ruetleence, as nsually
anderstood, carries with a tonch of art, and is
gonscious of an ulterior aim. A splendid
statesman may be an orator of rare sloguanog,
and yet may be noted for reticenoe. With
him, it 18 cultivated as an element of strenglh.
He i8 never silent for the want of something to
say. Op the contrary, he holds back, and
drowngs, in the silence of his own mind, s
thoueand brilllancies, becanse he kuows thal
much talk, even if flue, wonld make him com-
mon. Speech is Lis trade; it ia the subitance
and form of his devils; there must, therefors,
be vothivg little to disparage what Is great,
but, as it were, a fisld of silence, in whish loe
words ghiall be set in gorgeous clamps.

In Graut there is a reticenca which igathing
of nature. It (a reticence of word, of face, o
action. It can bardly be zaid that he 18 care-
ful abont hia words; bat if he be, the deeper
truth is that nature was earefal in plauning
him. He vpever mokes a strikiog remark,
eltber in public or in private, in his latturs or
in conver:ation, and he oan well afford to ba
without ambition in that direction. The dis-

osition to shius fn this sphere is a sad delsot
n some otherwisa great weu. The limespent
in getting ready for & pun or abon wmotf is
thrown away on a littleness, and the wish to
be fige in talk is itzell n weakoesa. The ab-
sence of this in Cirant has, no doabt, damp-
ened his popularity, for the fine sayiogs of a
publio man are the windowa through whish
the people suppose they look in upon his in-
terior life. Mauy passages in Waebster's
apeeches, aud many witty sentences of lenry
Clay and of President Lincoln, appesrto be
of this gort. They are the Howera that grow
ont of the fisgures in the grest rock, or thay
are the maguetism that wakes the adamant
attractive, Iu Grant the rock is solil anl
bare, aud the attractionis a recondite element,
stropgly felt only by kindred sonls,

This is one reason why politiclans hava not
been more drawn to hitm, Lspecially doss
this ho!d of many distinguished radicals, It
was pot to be expecied that such men as
Horaes Greeley aud Wendell Phillips, and
others of their sort, whase trads has been in
sharp talk, should become enthusiastie for

Grant. They had stirred np the nation with
tongne and pen; their poweriul eloguencs,
clothing thetr honest testimony against

slavery, Lad Leen in the highest degrea eflsc-
tive, aud when their talk bad calwioated in
a sauccessful war, they nainrally sought a dis-
tinctly prononnced man for a politicsl lsadsr,
Grant was not ready with a gpeech or & lotler,
and they looked upon him coldly. Sach man
bave followed, not led public opinion in
Grant's support,

This reticence of the Great Captain extends
to his appearance, to his face, Lo his gait, and,
indeed, to his whele manusr. la Sherman, a
tall, wiry, mercurial man, with an uogaiot
face, whose every lineament iz ipstivet with
restless thought, Lhe peopla gaa thair amn
passions reflscted, and siare the wild en-
thusiasm before them. Eheridan, too, has au
ingpiring person, The popular idea paints
him a3 a great rider, ever mounted aud llying;
the enemy on tha wing bafore him; the fra in
his eye; the Lot blood burping in his cheels;
and the wild rallying ory ringing from his
lips—a very picturs ot valerous, dariag, irre.
pistible, dashing, patriotic force. I'aa thoaght
of him Lripgs & hurvrah into tha theoat,
go Grant. I8 very person looks silent.
Round, compact, short, his gtep equabla and
grave, his eye steady, it3 lire ly}.;-.'_ dunpar
than the crowd & y aud yat ¢artainly 1.11('1“."‘.
thougli in the coal rather thun the blaza, his
foreliead not high; hisjbeard rigid, his under
jaw protroding, sud giviog & sort of hardnass
t0 his expression, sud that expreasion a kiad
of quiet, modest protest ageinst gpsvch—the
people must fall back wnpon lisiory for en-
thosiasm, and shont rather upon conviction
and a gense of duty thau from impulee.

But even in the sphere of action, we gee in
Grant the spwe reticence, the same savors
self-restraint, though nueconsclons hare a1 else-
where, heis foiutent on one thing that the rest
is ignored or perbaps utterly forgotten. Hare
his reticence, which may look like a dalect
eleewhere, becomes the minister of genuios
strength—a power of concentration. It grows
intoa form of devotion to his conutry, &0 com-
plete as to become almost impersonal. A
striking example of this reticence in action
ooourred in the writer's own presance daring
the war. | happeued, on a vertain day, to ba
in the hall of the lonse of Representatives in
Washington, and, heariog my own nams
oalled, | turned and snw Mr. Odall, of Broolk-
lyn. He was with Gensral Graut, who had
been snmmoned from the vicinity of Richmond
%0 give testimony befors the Committes on the
Conduot of the War. To my great sar

1l¢ had bssn to
Washington a nnmber of times, on buziness
with the Fregident and the War Department
but kad never been in the Capitol until called
there as & witvess, The fuol was & most sin-
gularone.

If anything in the world could have
olated him and jarred his equanimity, this
must have done it, HBut he was perfectly
serepe.

@eed, the needful thing, but hid his own hand
aud did it by Sherman himself. A different sort
